«OHE OFFICIALLY RFPORTS THE LOSS 


(By the Associated Press.} 
Italy's situation appeared increasingly grave today, with the an- 
nouncement from Rome that the Tagliamento river, west of Avhich 
General Cadorna had established iiis neAv line after the great retreat 
from Isonzo had been crossed by the Austro-German invaders. 


The crossing of the river appar- 


ently has not yet been in sufficient 
force to compel Cadorna to uecide 
upon abandonment of the Taglia- 
mento line, but the Teutonic com- 
mander 
undoubtedly 
will 
jnake 
the most of the opening he has 
forced 
to 
debouch 
against 
the 
Italian positions north and south 
of the point where he has gained 
a footing on the Avest bank of the 
stream. 


That this process is already 
under 
way is indicated by the fact that Rome 
tells 
of 
increasing: 
Austro-German 
pressure against the Italian left wing, 
where the crosping was effected. 
The 
spot selected by the enemy for the suc- 
cessful a t t e m p t — n e a r Pinzano, about 
forty miles from the mouth of the river 
and about seventeen miles northwest 
of Udine—was at a point v.here the 
marshy 
ground 
encountered 
to 
the 
south begins to disappear, the banks 
rising perceiitibly and the river nar- 
rowing down. 
If General Cadorna de- 
cides to abandon the Tagliamento line 
Bt which it is by no means certain that 
he intended to fight more than delay- 
ing action, his next natural stand for 
the defense of Venice will be at the 
ráven sea, from ten to fifteen miles fur- 
ther west, or finally at the Piave, some 
ten miles 
f u r t h e r in that 
direction. 
Meanwhile as the opposing armies are 
struggling for the temporary mastery 
of the field the entente leaders, includ- 
ing the British and French 
premiers 
and military advisers, are in council in 
R o m e to deal with the situation, which 
admittedly is considered grave coupled 
as the powerful attack from the east is 
with the threat of a 
flanking 
move- 
m e n t by the 
Austro-German 
forces 
Bouthward in the Trcntino to the west 
of the present battle front. 


Berlin's account of the Tagliamento 
crossing gives the movement the ap- 
pearance of an operation in great force 
which already has resulted in a decid- 
ed Teutonic victory. 
More than 6,000 
Italians were taken prisoner and .sev- 
eral guns were captured in the engage- 
ment, declares the official statement. 
The Austro-Hungarian and German di- 
visions which effected the passage are 
advancing westward, it is added.

(Special Dispatch From Our Washing- 
ton Bureau.) 


Washington. D. C^, Nov. 5.—'A "Gen- 
eral StafF for Industry," to co-ordinate 
and direct along broad lines all Amer- 
ican industrial a|^d business activities, 
is urged by the chamber of commerce 
of the United States to defeat the Ger- 
man centralized war machine. 


No modern nation would attempt 
to conduct military oporntions without 
a general staff to plan its great strate- 
gic movements far in advance tind en- 
list all its military strength. So, in the 
opinion of the chamber commerce, an 
industrial general staff Is needed to 
develop far into the future definite 
plans using every ounce' of industrial 
strength of the country. 


"You will see why this general staff 
for industry is needed at this very mo- 
ment," declared Waddill 
Catchings, 
chairman of the committee for co-op- 
eration with the council of national 
defense, "if you consider that 
one- 
fifth of the total Industrial eneriry of 
the United States must be immediately 
turned to war work to carry out the 
program already laid down. 


"The nation's annual business turn- 
over Is certainly not more than eighty 
billions, probably less, but the gov- 
ernment's war appropriations are al- 
ready more than nineteen billions. The 
diversion of labor for war purposes is 
even greater, for in addition to those 
shifted to wark work a million men 
have gone into the army and navy. 


"This means there must be a whole- 
sale reorganization of American indus- 
try and commerce. 
It means in con- 
crete terms that the energy, capital 
and labor, which in the past 
have 
gone into the making and selling of 
things not essential for the war and 
for civil efficiency, must be converted 
to war purposes. 


"The business men and workmen 
engr^,d today in the manufacture or 
distribution of what we may call "non- 
essentials" must wake up to the fact 
that Inevtltably sooner or Jater they 
will have to turn to war work. 
'Busi- 
ness as usual' is doomed by war. 


"This does not mean, the plants en- 


gaged on these non-essentials should 
be shut down, and their workmen torn 
away from their homes and put into 
war factories. That must not happen. 
But to prevent it it is essential that we 
should have a general staff for indus- 
try which can foresee these necessary 
changes far In advance and plan so 
that all existing equipment and plants 
shall be utilized and the workers re- 
tained in the communities where they 
have been living. 


"The character of industrial activity 
must be completely altered to meet 
the war 
needs, but 
the 
Industrial 
structure must be preserved as nearly 
intact as possible. 


"Where did the great housing prob- 
lem we are facing today come from? 
There are no less houses today than a 
year ago, and there are a million fewer 
men; but there are thousands without 
l>roper accommodations. 


"Of courscv it came ii-orn shifting 
large numbers of men and 
women 
from all parts of the country into the 
'war towns.' 
If there is not foresight 
and planning for future war work 
sue has only a general industrial staff 
can give, retaining industrial popula- 
tioins in their present communities, 
we will have a far worse housing prob- 
lem. 


"Let me give a homely illustration. 
Here is a man in Wisconsin manufac- 
turing bathtubs, almost a necessity in 
peace times but a non-essential in war. 
He cant go on manufacturing bath- 
tubs; they wouldn't be sold and be- 
sides sooner or later the priority board 
or the fuel admlnlsti-ation will cut 
off his supplies of fuel and iron and 
divert them to war work. 


"He has either to swing his plant, 
equipment and workmen over to some 
kind of war work, say hand grenades, 
or shut down and let his workmen go 
to some war factory, thus disrupting 
all the business and social life of the 
little town and creating a housing 
problem in the war town t^ which 
they go. 


"A general industrial staff would 
plan just 
how this 
mapufacturer's 
bathtub plant could best be used for 
war work."

With twenty "men o n a small front, 
provision undoubtedly would be made 
for relief of sentries, posted on the ilrst 
step of the trench and watching for^^n 
attack. Under shell lire, the remainder 
would seek shelter in dugouts. 
It ap- 
pears possible that the three men killed 
and Ave wounded may liave been the 
sentries overwhelmed by the rush of 
the German raiders in the dark and 
that the other twelve were in their 
shelters to be hailed by an 
unseen 
enemy and told to come out or bombs 
would be hurled in among them. There 
would be no choice for them but to 
surrender. A majority of the Germans 
captured by the British and French lii 
trenches are taken in this way. 


War Department's Statement. 


The war department this 
morninf 
gave out the casualty list of this first 
collision with the enemy which em- 
phasizes America's entrance in the war. 


The list was accompanied by the fol- 
lowing announcement: 


"The war department has received a 
dispatch from the commanding gen- 
.eral of the American 
expeditionary 
forces which states that before day- 
light, November 3, a salient occupied 
for Instruction by a company of in- 
fantry was raided by Germans. 


"The enemy put down a heavy bar- 
rage Are cutting off the salient from 
the rest of the line. 
Our losses were 
three killed, five wounded and twelve 
captured 
or 
missing. 
The enemy's 
losses are not known. 
One wounded 
German was ta^en prisoner." 


Barrage Screens Raid. 


In the early dawn of Saturday a 
German raiding pi^rty swept over the 
parapet of a trench occupied by an 
American company and after a brief 
hand to hand encounter retired to their 
own earthworks with twelve prisoners. 
General Pershing's first dispatch, an- 
nounced at the war department early 
today, reported that three Americans 
were killed, five wounded and twelve 
captured In the engagement. 


Protected by a heavy barrage Are, 
the Germans advanced across no man's 
land and stormed the American salient. 
Cut off from reinforcements by the 
rain of German shells it is thought the 
defenders were obliged to meet a force 
greatly superior in numbers. 
With 
the exception of one German captured 
nothing is known of the extent of the 
enemy's losses. 


The first fragmentary details made 
no mention of the location of the flght, 
but Berlin dispatches indicate that it 
was in the region of the Rhine-Marne 
canal, in the section defended by the 
crown prince's forces.

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Moving Big Apple Crop From County 


C 


ALHOUN COUNTY, the queer- 
est county in Illinois because 
of its virtual 
isolafiou from 
the mainland, and famous for its ap- 
ples, is now in tlie thick of its. annual 
apple harvest. 
This year the crop, a 
comparatively 
short 
one, 
will run 
above 500,000 
barrels, 
of which .St 
Louis will get half. 


The little 
river-bound 
county, pe- 
culiarly adapted to apple culture, con- 
tains only 258 square miles. 
Its pop- 
ulation of 10,000 
persons is engaged 
for the most part in some branch of 
the' apple growing industT3% and the 
county has the distinction of producing 
more apple.s tlian any 
county in the 
Middle West. 


Speaking in millions, Calhoun this 
year is harvesting 
250,000,000 apples 
and if St. Louis were to get all of them 
there would be an "apple a day to 
keep the doctor away" from ever>' one 
of the 900,000 for 238 days. 


Calhoun 
county, 
strangely 
as 
it 
eeems, to those who believe the Mis- 
sissippi runs north and south is north- 
west of St. Louis. 
It is bounded on 
the east, south and west by rivers. 
It 
touches the Mississippi River on the 
west and the Illinois on the east, the 
two streams converging at the south 
point of the county. 


Excuse for Blver Traffic. 


It is attached .^o Illinois at the north, 
but the denizens of the southern end 
of the county virtually live in isolation. 
The peculiar situation of tJie hermit 
county has deprived 
it of a railroad, 
but the rivers have afforded it a means 
Qf getting rid of its annual output of 
pippins. 


This 
year there 
are seven steam- 
boats engaged in the apple trade be- 
tween St. Louis and Calhoun. It will 
take them nearly two months to move 
St. Louis' share of the crop. The re- 
mainder of the fruit is shipped to Chi- 
cago and other markets by rail. 


Every year the apple harvest causes 
a reTival of river traffic that makes 
one recall the days of Mark Twain. 
The St. Louis levee with its endless 
stacks of apple barrels and boats dis- 
charging cargo 
presents a series of 
bustling scenes. The movement of the 
crop usually begins in August, but the 
zenith of the harvest is never reach'ed 
imtil October. The movement of late 
varieties some times runs through No- 
vember and into December. 
' 


The apples are loaded on the boats 
Bt both Mississippi river and Illinois 
liver points. Hardin, the county seat 
Of Calhoun, is one of the big shipping 
points. There are many loading places 
on both rivers, and from these the 
• 
i 
m 


"penny rollers" load the boats. 
Usu- 
ally all docks of the boats are filled by 
the time they are ready to start for 
St. Louis. 


Time Between .lobs. 


The "penny 
rollers, " .so called be- 
cause the men are paid a penny for 
each barrel 
they roll, in addition to 
their board, some 
times become so 
adept at handling 
barrels that they 
can roll as many as 400 bai-rels a day. 
The average weight of each barrel is 
150 pounds, and rolling a barrel up a 
cobblestone levee is not much amuse- 
ment for the roller. 


Some of the rollers remain at the 
docks and pass tlie time between boats 
throwing dice for apples or for the 
pennies they have earned. 
The craps 
games, largely a Mississippi river in- 
stitution, usually are conducted behind 
screens of apple barrels. En route the 
rollers sleep on the deck, 
sometimes 
without blankets. 
It requires a day 
and a night for a boat to make a trip 
to Calhoun and return, stopping at way 
places for its loadings. 


By reason of its topography, 
Cal- 
houn county went into the business of 
growing apples, and now when its crop 
is normal it has 
enough to supply-a 
large part of the 
Mississippi Valley 
trade. Through yeai's of experience in 
apple growing, the orchardists of Cal- 
houn have 
found that 
the varieties 
which thrive best in the county are: 
Jonathan, Ben Davis, Huntsman, York 
Imperial, Stayman Winesap, Winesap, 
Roman Beauty, Willow Twig, Minkler 
and Gano. 
It is interesting to know 
that there are several hundred varie- 
ties of apples. 


The grower often sells his crop on 
the tree, thus escaping the trials 
of 
picking 
and shipping, 
but most of 
them do their own picking and pack- 
ing and deliver the apples at the load- 
ing stations. The buyer who contracts 
for the apples on the tree is gambling, 
and often sustains a great loss through 
frost. 


One flourishing industry in Calhoun 
which has to thank 
the apple for its 
existence is that of barrel niaking. The 
staves, hoops and tops for the barrels 
are shipped to the orchards "flat" or 
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less depreciation. 
The physical han- 
dling of the fruit crop is one of the 
most Important operation as well as 
one of the most 
expensive, 
and the 
growers have found that they could 
not afford to struggle along using an- 
tiquated methods. 


Though boxes arc used extensively 
for packing apples In the Pacific West, 
the barrel will always be the most im- 
portant package for Eastern and Mid- 
dle West fruit. The growers find that 
the fruit must be uniform In ripeness 
and they insure this by making several 
pickings and making the time between 
picking and packing very short. 


The war has 
affected 
the 
apple 
grower in many ways. 
The one big 
good the grower got out of;the con- 
flict was the campaign for the elimina- 
tion of waste. Despite the fact that no 
apples are being shipped abroad and 
that the whole crop of about 80,000,000 
barrels is for home consumption, there 
is less apple wastage today than ever. 


Harry 
Hartman, vice pi-esfdent of 
the William Hartman Fruit and Pro- 
duce Company, one of the 
large St. 
Louis apple 
trading 
concerns, says 
that the price of apples this year will 
be about 35 per cent higher than last 
year. 
This, 
he says, 
is due to the 
shortage of the crop, the Increased cost 
of production and the shbrtage of la- 
bor. 


More women are engaged in the ap- 
ple harvest this year than ever before 
In the history of Calhoun county. This 
condition is caused by the shortage of 
male labor, so many men having gone 


knocked down, and the cooper is kept to war or engaged in war 
industries.

Handling the Froit. 


Picking 
and 
packing 
apples has 
come to be a science in these days of 
efficiency and waste elimination. 
The 
growers say that the most economical 
way of packing apples is the one that 
will keep the fruit the 
longest with 


The women become proficient in the 
art of picking and packing because of 
their instinctive tendencies in handling 
the fruit 
Growers 
say 
that apples 
packed for storing should be "handled 
like eggs." 


Methods of storing apples for homç 
use have a more scientific basis now. 
the 
grower 
says. 
One will 
say: 
"Back on the farm, when I was a boy. 


grandfather iisoti tD ¡¡ui ioi'ty bushels 
of apples away in the cellar bin every 
fall. That was a winter's supply for 
family use,j,nd the old gentleman nev- 
er fussed with thermometers and ven- 
tilators in those days. It was no prob- 
lem at all."

To this argument the modern apple 
man will say: 
"And do you remem- 
ber how often you boys had to sort out 
the 
forty bushels 
and eliminate the 
bad ones?" 


Apples for Storage. 


There is no ti-ick at all about the 
storing of apples for commercial use, 
but there are new tricks in the storing 
of apples for later consumption. 
The 
large fruit grower or storage man finds 
out exactly what is necessary to keep 
his product to the best advantage and 
he builds a structure suitable for the 
purpose. The householder must often 
get along with makeshifts. 


Some varieties of fruit ripen faster 
than others and do not keep as long. 
The apple men have prepared a table 
showing the limits of keeping time of 
winter apples. 
The table shows that 
the Jonathan will keep from November 
until April, the Ben Davis from No- 
vember until February and the Wine- 
sap from January until June. 


The growers warn housewives that 
it is bad to buy loose lots of apples 
for storing or apples without reliable 
pedigree. 
Their advice is to select a 
good winter keeper. 


Apples for storing 
should be solid 
fruit, A little break in the skin Avill 
start the ruin 
of; the whole 
apple. 
There is a difference of opinion as to 
the value of wrapping apples in paper. 
If the air is moist, wrapping is un- 
necessary, but if the air is dry, wrap- 
ping will conserve the moisture. Wrap- 
ping also tends to prevent the com- 
munication of decay. In cellars where 
the air is dry, a sprinkling pot may 
be used to supply moisture. 


An old-fashioned method of keeping 
apples during the winter was burying 


them in the ground. 
This 
was re- 
markably successful, 
but 
often the 
fruit emerged from the ground with 
an earthy flavor. A good way to store 
apples in the ground is to lay them in 
a straw-lined trench, cover the fruit 
with litter and then with earth. 


Much has 
been 
said 
about the 
waste in connection 
with 
the apple 
harvest. A city man will drive through 
the country and will note many ap- 
ples on the ground 
under the trees. 
When he returns to the city he will 
talk about the lamentable waste of the 
orchardists. 
He is wrong. The pres- 
ent apple waste Is virtually nil. 
The 
apples the city man sees on the ground 
are 
wormy 
or those 
which 
have 
ripened prematurely and dropped. The 
apple that matures rapidly also rots 
quickly.

Disposing of Windfalls. 


Calhoun county puts all of her ap- 
ples to one use or another. The wind- 
falls and culls are scooped up from 
the ground under the trees. They are 
used in the making of cider, apple but- 
ter, vinegar, and the better grade culls 
are sent to the driers. 


There were times when, in full crop 
years, many apples were wasted. That 
was when apples were bringing prices 
below the cost of production and the 
orchardists decided 
it 
would 
be a 
waste of labor to 
put them 
on the 
market. If apples are wasted, said the ' 
grower, it proves that there is some- 
thing wrong with the method of dis- 
tribution. But that problem has been 
oVercome. 


The nearest competitor in the apple 
trade to Calhoun county in the Middle 
West is the Ozark country.

of the Ozarks 
and the southern states import many 
apples from Illinois and Missouri.

in the world, double roofed and double 
walled, with wooden floors and elec- 
tric lights. 


"The patients 
are carried to these 
difiereiA tents and turned over to the

nurses and -.vardmasters. The ward- 
masters are our fellows. The patients 
are bathed and given clean linen and 
put to bed. The medical officers then 
make their rotmds and decide on op-, 
erations that are urgent 
The patient) 
is then moved to the operating room. 


"Of course, the patients do not coma 
directly from the trenches, but have 
had treatment, and in many cases have 
been operated on at the casualty clear- 
ing stations. 


"They are often horribly shot up and 
quite often die after reaching here. 


"Some of the wounds can only be de- 
scribed 
as spectacular. 
A boy of 19 
came down the other 
day who had 
been in a "tank" with twenty-five oth- 
ers when a German shell came ttoough 
and hit their ammunition and blew the 
tank to pieces. Before the shell reach- 
ed the ammunition in the tank it plow- 
ed a groove in the back of the young 
chap brought
